Cushing, Nov. 16th, says the Spanish 
government reports the assurauce of 
the trial of Buriel. The corres; ond- 
ence shows that the Secretary of 
State sent copies of the instructions 
to Mr. Cushing to our minister at 
London, Paris, Berlin, Vienua, St. 
Petersburg and Rome, the object be- 
ing to ascertain whether the foreign 
governments would sustain the Unit- 
ed States in its policy regarding the 
Cuban affairs. There is nothing to 
show that any of the governments 
assented. The minister respectively 
read the instructions to the guverb- 
ment to which they were accredited 
and noted the replies. There is no- 
thing new in the correspondence 
later than the fourth of December.

$70,000 from the Heirs of . 
Brother Joseph’s Estate. 
Some time since Jefferson Davis 
brought suit in the court of chancery, 
in Vicksburg, Miss, against the heirs 
and legatees of his brother Joseph E. 
Davis, fur the recovery of $70,000, 
rehase money of the B:ierfield 
plantation, situated ia Warren coun- 
ty. Miss. The suit has just been de- 
cided against the complainant. 
It seems that Joseph E. Davis, 
some fifty years since, procured from 
the United States goverument two 
tracus of land, known as Briocrfield 
and Hurricane. In 1866 hesold them 
both to his tormer slaves, Benjamin 
Montgomery and his two sous, for 
$300,000, taking in payment therefor 
the purchasers’ bonds and a8 mort- | 
eon the property purchased for 
the full amount, giving a long time 
for the payment of the principal.— 
This was done while Jefferson Davis 
was io prison, charged with treason. 

In 1870 Joseph died, disposing of 
his property by will. The chiidren 
of Jefferson Davis were his principal 
legatees, and Jefferson Davis himself 
was one of the executors He quali- 
tied and entered upon the discharge | 
of his duties as such, executing in 

t the provisions of the will. He 
even laid claim to $10,000 against the 
estate as a creditor of his brotber, 
which was settled by compromise. 
After thus recognizing the validity 
of the will, he brought an action to 
recover the $70,000 above mentioned, 
the success of which would defeat 
the will under wliich he had acted. 
He claimed title by adverse posses- 
sion, saying that he enrered upon the 
Brierfield plantation 1835, and 
held possession of it upto the time 
thatthe United States government 
seized it in 1862or 1863. 

In 1865 his brother, J. E. Davis, 
claimed toown it, the complaint says, 
for ‘“‘prudential reasons,’”’ aud the 
government surrendered the proper- 
ty to the brother. For the same, 
“prudential reasons,” the complain- 
ant claims, his brother willed it to 
complainant’s children, instead of 
allowing him to take his own. 

Judge Hill held that Jefferson 
Davis is estopped by his acceptance 
of the office of executor urder the 
will, and his claim against the estate 
of the testator from denying or im- 
peaching in any way either the will 
itself or the estate claimed under it. 
An appeal, it is said, will be taken.
